lie went into the ship-yard like a 
common workman, beginning at the 
foot, of the ladder, and acquired great 
skill in the use of all the tools. Soon 
even the experienced hands did not 
equal him in nicety of work. 

lie was si ill a voting man when hia 

father died, bin lie Continued the busi- 
ness, and won in it a high reputation. 
lie was the first, man ill the yard in 
the morning, and the last to leave it at 
night. J 

With bis own hand ho drew tbe 
model of every vessel built -therein j 
wrote in a book every specilicai ion of 
the building, and marked on tie 
frame tbe place for every stick of 

limber, No bettor vessels, either for 
war or for commerce, were built in 

the world than came from Webb's 

yard. Of the hundred and forty 

built under his own esc, not, one 
proved a failure.

The patient investigation of the 
numerical Strength of the various 
Churches of the Untied States up to 
January 1st. 1881, being the latest re- 
liable Statistics, furnishes instructive 
material for reflection and study. 
Many persons who have believed that 
the Methodists headed the list, have 
been 111 error. The Catholics, though 
having only 5,6?0 churches and 0,61$ 
priests, have (i,174. - J0'3 members. 
There are in the Methodist Church 
2,73c\4'.i4. Tluwe are 8.860,4*1 Bap- 
tists. Itwilihuaba seen that there 
are about three times as many Catho- 
lics as Met hod ISIS or Baptists, and 
1 hat there is a close rivalry between 
llie last. two. 

Taking the Church proper, the Bap- 
lists exceed the Methodists in num- 
bers, but reckoning all iu each de- 
iiomiuuiion, whieli is a-' fair for one 
as another, the Methouisti rank next 
to the Out holms. There are 891,458 
l'reshyiei ians. The Lutherans num- 
ber (184.570 ; Christ ians (Disciples of 
Christ). JQ7.44S ; Coiigicgationalists, 
383,685 ; Proiestanl Episcopalians. 
;iv':),S7(i ; United Brethren in Christ. 
155,478; Reformed Church in the 
United States, lo4.742 ; United 
Evangelicals, 144,000 ; lMorinons, 
110*377. 

The Protestants of various sects 
eoine next, and predominate in the 
United States, which has 80,000.600 ; 
(Jermativ. 88,835.568 : Great Britain, 
86.000,000 : Sweden, 4. 313,800 ; 
linssia, 4.000,000 ; Austria. 8,558,- 
000 ; South America. 8,000.000— 
aggregating in all 108,689,609, or 
about one-half asnianv as the 0a- 
tholics. The Creeks have ."> 4. 000,000 
in Russia, and the rest are to be found 
in Turkey, Austria, (! recce, and Ger- 
many, aggregating 70.4S2.0O0. The 
Armenians and Abyssiniaiis number 
;>.ooo,ooo respectively ; the Jacobites. 
950,000; Nestorians", 170,000 j and 
the Maronhes. loO.OOO. Tbcseareall 
of the Christian religions of 1 ho civi- 
lized world, and the total membership 
ia 388,849,764 As there are 1,348,- 
700.000 inhabitants of the earth, ami 
388,949,784 of the above class of 
Church members, there are 960,480,-

Great events seldom come singly. This 
baa led us to think that if coincidence 
has anything to do with importance, 
the great mass meeting of deaf-mates 
held in Steinway Hall on Saturday 
last, was one of the event* of deaf- 
mute history ; for did it not occur 
simultaneously with the Wiggins 
storm. It is trae that neither the 
storm nor the meeting amounted to 
much, so far as results were concern- 
ed, but no one can deny that the in 
dications in both cises were promis- 
ing. The question whether the Wig 
gins storm affected the success of the 
deaf-mute meeting, or the meeting 
tempered the fury of the storm, will 
forever remain a matter of conjecture. 
Both the storm and mass meeting are 
things of the past ; but the effort to 
organize a mutual benefit association is 
•till being made. Some of the most 
influential and intelligent of New 
York's deaf-mutes are greatly in favor 
of the project, and will leave no stone 
unturned to accomplish its success. 
The object of the association will be 
promote industry among deaf- 
mutes, and to assist those who are not 
skilled workmen to become adepts in 
some special trade. It is proposed 
to make urination self support- 

ing after a lew years. Those who 
pirtake of its benefits in the way of 
industrial instruction, are expected to 
refund the money advanced as soon as 
their income will permit without de- 
triment to their welfare. The society 
will advance capilal to deaf mates, to 
-itch as are capable to start 
businers on their own account. 

- the objects are concerned, 
the plan is a good one ; bnt it is ques- 
tionable whether or not it can be made 
practicable. It would require a large 
Capital, much thought, and a great 
deal of individual worry and labor to 
carry on such an organization, and it 
would take a long lime to secure 
the money required to start with. 
The benefits of the society could 
not be dispensed for many years 
and the working limits would of 
necessity be so circumscribed as to 
cramp its usefulness and power. If 
the ih to aid thoso who are 

destined to gain tbeir living in in 
if it is thought 
that the skill and efficiency of encli is 
not the standtrd, then the 

way to help them would be to 
Strike at the ro-;t of the evil. The 
institutions profess to teach trades ; 
if their capacity is limited or tbeir 
execution imperfect, it would be wiser 
and preferable to do something 
which would tend to increase the ad- 
vantages and enhance the value of the 
industrial departments. It may not 
be generally known that legislature 
I not r the industrial 

departments, but only makes appro- 
priations for the class-room education 
of its deaf mute beneficiaries. If a 
separate and distinct appropriation 
were set apart for industrial instrnc- 
by the State, then the efficiency 
and the value of the shops would be 
increased fonrfold, and the number 
of incompetent workmen would 
dwindle into insignific uu |, „ 

result would make relief societies un- 
necessary, and would do more in five 
years for the socul welfare of the 
deaf and dumb than any society of 
kind pr , in fifty 

years.

giL Tbe leoturer commenced by con- 
sidering the question whether true 
writings have exerted greater influence 
i ban imaginary, and then gave it as 
his opinion that tbey doubtless have. 
Yet we may not quickly think so when 
we remember Homer, Virgil, Dante 
and Shakespeare, who are connod and 
loved by the best and brightest minds. 
Among these writers, Virgil's rank in 
high.

indebted to bun. Having thus open 
ed, the professor then entered upon 
the consideration of Virgil's greatest 
work, the .Kiuul. lie spoke of An- 
cient Troy, the fatal relation of Paris 
and Helen, the siege of Troy, strate- 
gic inuniph of the Greeks, destruction 
of Troy, and the wanderings of the 
surviving Trojans.

A 
gentleman named Boiling, whose 
children Were deaf and dumb, wished 
to have them educated, and the serve 

see of one Braidwood, a grandson of 
of the famous Braid wood* of Londou, 

were secured 

A school with about six pupils wns 
started, but Uraidwood being a hard 
drinker and Of no business ability, In 
got, iii debt to the merchants of Ihe 
vicinity, and shortly after tho estab- 
lishment of the school, he decamped 
to the North. 

In 1818, Braidwood appeared 
again in Richmond, Va., a beggar. 
11 1 ■"> Mr Rolling by letter, for as 

sistance. Mr. Boiling decided to 
start him again, but not having any 
faith in his promises, put another 

gentleman in charge of tho school 

wit h Braidwood as teacher. 

Bui Braidwood soon fell into his old 
habits. Ho neglected his duties. 
Tho Principal In c one disgusted and 
resigned, thus breaking up the school 
Braidwood descended lower and low- 
er, and at last died iii his cups. 

The first permanent Institution in 

the United States was established in 
Hartford iu .May 1810, in tho fol- 
lowing- manner | 

A little k'irl named Alice Cogswell, 
became deaf from spotted fever at the 
age of tWO and a half years. 1 1 < i 
father was greatly distressed at this, 
as he feared he would be obliged to 
send her to Kurope to be instructed. 
One day, Rev. T. H. Gallaudet, father 

of tho present pastor of Si. Ann's, saw 

her. He called her lo him, and by a 
system of natural sigt m gradually be- 
came able to communicate with her in 
written words. 

Cheered by the success of his en- 
deavors, Dr. Gallaudet suggested 
that a suitable person be sent to Bu 
rope to learn the met hods of instruc- 
tion pursued there, and then c line 

back and open an institution at that 

city (Hartford). 

Mr. C. immediately consented, and 
with the asaiktanee of several other 

wealthy gentlemen, quickly raised a 
fund to d* bay the expenses of the 
person tO DC sent. 

Dr. Gallaudet was offered tho posi 
tion, bill declined, saying that he 
thought probably n batter peiSOn 
could be found. The genllemen look 
ed in vain for a suitable person, mid 
were nearly giving up in despair, 
when Dr, (x said he would go. 

He sailed for lvigland, where he 
arrived safely. He immediately re- 
paired to the London Institution, pre 
sided over by a Dr. Watson. He was 
received in a cold and haughty in in 
tier on stating his errand. Watson 
refused lo insirucl him in his method 
unless he stalled as a pupil and wenl 
through a three years cotusc. This 
Of course was an impossibility, so he 
wont to another institution some dis 
tailO* from L Midon, presided over by 
a Mr. Woodman, where he met with 
little •noouragem *nt, but owing to a 
pledge given by Mr. \\\ to Dr. Wat 
son, he was unable to gho the instruc- 
tion sought.

Dr. Gallaudet was on the point of 
returning, when he luckily met Abbe 
Sicard, the Prkicifalf* of the Pans 
Institution, in London. The Abbe was 
delighted to see him, and on hearing 
hi* tale, invited him to the Royal In- 
stitution in Paris, promising to do in 
all his power to aid him. 

Dr. Gallaudet gladly availed him- 
of the offer. He remained for about 
four months at the Royal Institution. 
This was in 1816. 

When about to return, he begged 
the good Abbe that ho would allow 
Laurent Clerc, a young teacher to ac- 
company him to America. The Abbe 
without any hesitation agreed to 
this. 

Again, we *e* them in Hartford 
At length, after much work, the 
'•Connecticut Institution for the 
Education of Deaf and Dumb 
IVrsons " was established with about 
seven pupils 

The fnino of the Institution spread 
rapidly — persons talked of it as n 
marvel, and in one year it had grown 
to thirty pupils. 

Dr. Gallaudet, during this time, had 
boon travelling over the country 
exciting a public interest in deaf-mute 
education. The Institution prospered 

Solicted by the director* of a pro 
posed school, Laurent Clerc went to 
Philadelphia, where he organized an 
institution. He remained there six 
months, when his plaoe was taken by 
Mr. Weld, n Hart lord teacher, aud 
Mr. Clerc returned to Hartford. 

In 1871, n Society was eetsbUebsd 
in New York City, but tho school was 
not opened for the reception of pupils 
until May, 1818. Rev. A. O. Stan*- 
bury was" principal. He was iu turn 
followed by Mr. Loofborrow. The 
puldic lost confidence in the school 
and the directors decided to select a 
teacher from Hartford, and in 1831. 
Dr. H. P. Peet was appointed princi 
pal. The institution now grew and 
prospered aud became one of the most 
successful schools for he deaf iu the 
world. 

In about 1830, Mr. Weld was called 
hick to Hartford from Philadelphia, 
to take the office of Principal 
of that school, on tho retirement 
of Dr. T. H. Gallaudet. His sue 
cessor was Mr. A. B. Sutton. 

These three institutions the first in 
the land prospered. They were looked 
upon as blessings never bifore thought 
of. Deaf mutes were no longer obliged 
10 go without instruction. 

Oilier States followed, till now near 
Iy every State has one or nioreinstitu 
lions. 

Mr. Currier paid a glowing tribute 
to Drs. H. P. Peet and Rev. T. H. 
Gallaudet. He said from their effort* 
and energy all the institutions in the 
in the United States had grown. The 
methods employed by them were 
00 pi nl in all the American Schools. 
Graduates' of tho Nu« York ami 
Hartford Institution* were eagerly 

sought for as teachers, and that near 
Iy every institution in the broad land 
bus at least a graduate or teacher from 
one of these Institutions among its 
corps of instructors. 

air. Campbell, one of the oldest 
members of tho Manhattan Literary 
Association, made a fSW remarks after 
Prof. Currier had concluded. He had 
been a pupil when the institution WSI 
located iu Chambers Street, near the 
City Hall.

Mr. Charles O'Brien then said a 
few words.

Dr. Gallaudet nn.l Laurent 
Clerc had boon thus honored, but Dr.

Society for the benefit of members 
only, while the Guild had for its ob 
ject the assistance of all deaf-mutes 
in general. 

Mr. Charles O'Brien thou arose and 
asked Mr. It. B. Lloyd if he would 
please explain how it could be that 
tho Society could obtain a suitable 
building for the "indnstural instruc- 
tion " of deaf-mutep, if money was 
only to be drawn from the treasury 
for loans nnd to assist mutes, nnd 
none could be drawn till $500 had 
been reached, 
factory. 

Mr. Fernsheim, one of the members 
of the " German Club, " took the floor, 
and ridiculed the Committee for 
thinking of such n thing as a place to 
instruct deaf-mute* after they had left 
school, and said that the main object 
of the Society ought to be tho assist- 
ance of its members in sickness and 
to bury deceased members. His re- 
marks were greeted with applnnse. 

Remarks were also made by Messrs. 
Ekartd, Pownall, Wilkinson, and 
others, which tended lo show that 
public opinion was not altogether in 
favor of the objects selected by the 
Committee. 

Afler this, Mr. Ferscnheim again 
took the floor, and said the "German 
Club " was not dead yet; it retains all 
its original members, still meets in its 
old plans, and had for its object the 
issistance of sick members. 

Among much confusion, it was 
noved that it ba left to those assoni 
oled to decide whether the Commit tee's 
report should lie accepted. 

The result was 10 yeas and 13 nays 
Mr. A. Ekartd iheu moved that a 
new Committee be selected to draw 
ip a more suitable constitution, but 
10 one seconded it. Amid much con- 
lusiou, Mr. Wilkinson movod that 
die " German Club " bo once more re- 
cognized, and that all the money it had 
fiveu to the Society be returned to 
chem, and those assembled depart 
peacefully for their homes. 

This motion was carried by an over- 
whelming majority. And so Mr. J. 
Loews efforts to benefit bis brelhern 
aavo all been in vain. The members 
of tho "German Club " oan once 
more repair to tho old haunts, and 
ipiaff beer and munch pretzels in 
ica.v, and speculate as to who first 
hall receive the benefit of the money 
now belonging to that society. 

Another deaf-mute society will, it 
appears, soon be organised. 

The mover this time is Mr. James 
F. ONbil, of Brooklyn. He intends 
io organize a society for Catholic 
leaf mutes. He intends that it shall 
eclipse any other society yet organiz- 
ed, and that philanthropy will be its 
corner stone. He vows that no 
initiation fee will be charged, nnd 
probably no monthly due.s.

The Annual Meeting of the Bay 
State Deaf-Mute Christian Mission 
was held in Salem, on February SSd, 
188;?, there being present Messrs. Win 
Lynde, Geo. B. Keniston, A. Har- 
graves, Wm. Bailey, Geo. A. Holmes. 
t\ W. Packard, J. T. Tillinghast and 

J. V. Burbank. 

After the prayer by Mr. Huiley, the 
meeting proceeded to business by ap- 
pointing Mr. Tillinghast, Secretary 
pro /cm. The President's action in 
calling the meeting, and in appoint 
ing J. V. Burbank Secretary, n, Q 
A. Holmes, resigned, was approved, 
and ho then proceeded to explain and 
comment on the fact of their not haw* 
ing had any agent in the employ of 
tho Mission during the year. The 
President's address followed, iu 
which, among other things, he men 
lioned the fact thnt, soon nfler his 
ttleotioo, he bad founds note which 
had run for four years, nnd this he 
had finally succeeded in seeing set tied, 
and ho counselled tho member* never 
to loan any money belonging to the 
Mission for private affairs — but to 
have every thing open nnd above 
board. 

Treasurer Tillinghast next present- 
ed his report, showing a cash balance 
of $63.21, nnd gave iu addition nu 
interesting summary of the work 
done by the Mission, since its orgnni 
Bition, from which it appears that 
thirty Sunday services have been held, 
at an average cost of $8 90 each, 
whilst an examination of trie list of 
places shows all the New England 
states represented with the exception 

of Vermont, 

After the acceptance of his report, 
the Treasurer, first referring to tho 
fact of his having been in the harness 
for five yenrs, and.ealling attention to 
the disadvantages under which he la- 
bored, residing as he did, so far from 
the other members of the board, ten 
dared his resignation. An animated 
discussion followed, and it was finally 
voted not to accept it, most of the 
members feeling that the mission 
could not afford to lose the services of 
such an old nnd faithful officer. A 
reconsideration wis refused, and Mr. 
Tillinghnst at last consented to con- 
tinue carrying the load which he would 
fain lay down. 

tal new iinmes wore presented 
for membership, and EL A. Chapman, 
of Salem, and A. F. Osgood, of Natick, 
were admitted to the Mission. 

AH of Ihe old officers were re elected 
for the ensuing two years, and Messrs. 
Bailey and Keniston were elected as 
the Executive Committee. The meet 
ing then, at 4:45 r.M., adjourned.
